Lincoln has its own "m issing 
heir.” He is K ent B. Kem m erer, 
w hereabouts unknow n since 1913, 
who has a heritage of $2,000 plus 
interest left in trust to him in 
the Lancaster county court. 
If he be living, he has just 12 
weeks in which to make his ap­ 
pearance and claim the heritage 
or it will be forfeited. A petition 
filed Tuesday asks the court to 
declare him legally dead so that 
an estate trust of long standing 
may be brought to a close. 
The father of the missing man, 
E. K em m erer, died in 1913, be­ 
queathing his son and a daughter, 
present petitioner, M ary L. Kem ­ 
m erer Hou.sel, $2,000 each. 
The m other cf the lost heir 
was 
nam ed executrix 
and 
the 
estate was probated, reports be­ 
ing approved in 1921. The share 
for the son, who was still missing, 
was placed in her trust to be held 
for him, and w hen Mrs. K em ­ 
m erer died in 1939 Mrs. Housel 
was nam ed as trustee of the tund 
in her stead. Still no word from 
the lost one. 
K ent was 22 y ears old w-hen 
he disappeared. He had been on 
friendliest term s w ith his father 
and his half-sister, Mrs. Housel, 
and it has Icng been th e convic­ 
tion of the other relatives that 
K ent m ust be dead. 
The law makes it m andatory 
that seven y ears m ust elapse be­ 
fore it is legally possible to have 
a person declared dead. 
Since 
K ent has been missing for 30 
y ears, the present proceeding is 
considered almost a form ality . 
County Judge Robin Reid say s 
such declaration proceedings are 
rather 
rare 
in 
his 
experience. 
There have been only three or 
fcur since the law w ent into ef­ 
fect 10 y ears ago. 
Requirem ents are that the court 
appoint a representative to inves­ 
tigate. and notices are published 
for eight weeks after which the 
court m ust w ait another 30 day s 
before the person can be declared 
legally dead.

coach of his tim e—Knute K. Rockne. 
Memories of the K nute Rockne whom I had 
known since the day of the inception of the Ne- 
b raska-N otre Dame series in 1915 are rev iv ed 
b y a recently pub lished trib ute paid b y Elmer 
Layden to the man who had tutored him in foot­ 
b all on the playing fields of Notre Dame.

^ N E of life’s oddities is that good friends occasionally find thcm- 
selv es emb roileti in a disagreem ent, only to patch things up 
and, b y the patching, discov er that the “tie that b inds” has draw n 
them together tighter than ev er. 
It was once the w riter’s good fortune to b e “at outg” with the 
illustrious Notre Dame coach. 
I say “good fortune” adv isedly and 
with good reason, for the b reach quickly was healed, the process 
of which enab led me to b etter know the real man who answered 
to the nam e of K nute Rockne, 
Back in 1925, K nutc's success at the Indiana institution had 
estab li.shed him as a national character, w'hereupon a new'spaper 
syndicate engaged his serv ices to author a weekly grist of com­ 
m ent for Sunday pub lication. 
It was a new task for K nute and,

A third person present on that occasion was a strang er, hailing 
from 8 outh Bend, Ind., who spoke most profusely in assuring Mr. 
Ware and my self that he was one of Rockne’s closest friends. 


Tipping W are 
as to my purpose, the two of us proceeded to lam b ast the 
athletic policies in effect at Notre Dame U. 
As a m atter of fact we knew little, if anything, to the institu­
